A SOUTHERN COTTON-MILL WRECKED 


BY A BOILER EXPLOSION, 


And 4 50 Men, Women and Children Imper­ 
iled — The Frequent British Coal Pit Hor­ 
ror—Sev enty -Fiv e Fiv e* 
te s t “ * Fearful 
Disaster In the I n d i a n Ocean, with 7 50 
Victims—Other Casualties. 


N atchez , Miss» , May 30.—The boiler of the 
Natchez Cotton factory ex ploded about 6 
o’clock Saturday morning , entirely demolish­ 
ing the eng ine room and pickery , which was 
abov e it, and crushing in the walls of tho main 
building , causing the roof to settle in the 
center. 
The mill hands g o to work at 6 
o’clock and most of them were in their places. 
When the ex plosion occurred a sceno of the 
wildest terror prev ailed among the 450 men, 
women, and children in the factory . 
TV hen 
it became known that sev eral persons had 
been killed and many injured the anx iety and 
g rief of those who had friends and relativ es 
in the building s were heart-rending . 
The fire org anization of the city was soon 
on hand and a relief party was immediately 
set at work remov ing thoee who were in the 
building . All but two of the sufferers—Henry 
Mullins and Georg e A. MeNeal—were soon 
taken from the ruins. These two were deep­ 
ly cov ered with debris, and relief parties were 
sev eral hours in reaching them. 
McNeal waa 
first remov ed and he was dead, his head be­ 
ing mashed to jelly . The carnalities a rea s 
follows: 
Killed—Georg e A. McNeal, A. R. Foster, 
J esse Hatchcock, Ernest Alex ander (colored) 
Injured—Mag g ie Welch, seriously ; Emma 
Scott, seriously ; Nelly Aims, bruised; Georg e 
Thompson, scalded; B. S. Lees, eng ineer, 
bruised 
internally ; Ev ans J enkins, thig h 
crushed; Munroe Price, bruised internally . 
There are others more or less injured, but 
none fatally .

Notes of an Observ er Who Acco mpanio d 
the Senatorial Party , 
Upo n the seco nd day o f o ur stay in 
Havana the senato rs wero invited to* the 
ho me o f the captain general, the invita­ 
tio n being sent thro ugh the American 
co nsul, Gen. Williams. 
In acco rdance 
with the invitatio n, tho party o f “ dis- 
tiguido s viajero s Americano s” to o k car­ 
riages abo ut midday fo r the ho me o f the 
great dignitary in the suburbs. 
W e made a funny string o f dilapidated 
victo rias, multitudino usly patched 
and 
mended, and measly little ho rses, which, 
in app caranee, beat the mule in so rro w­ 
ful abstractio n and utter ho pelessness. 
We went in a helter skelter way up the 
Prado , past the Campo Marte, and o ut 
the Pasco Taco n to the no ted gardens and 
co untry ho use o f the Spanish ruler. 
In the tro pical gardens are wo rlds o f 
fruits and vegetables, many o f which we 
never see in tho no rth. 
Why, to see 
them o nce leaves yo ur mo uth a little like 
that o f a hungry do g eyeing a fo rbidden 
bo ne. 
In the same gardens there may 
1)0 eo co anuts, dates, lemo ns, o ranges, 
limes, sappadillo s, zapo tas, mammees, 
po megranates, bread fruit, bananas, tam­ 
arinds, pint* apples, mango es, alligato r 
pears, star apples, grape fruit, guava, 
custard apples, yams, ro se apples, citro ns, 
and so o n in an endless list. 
The wo rkmen were negro es and a few 
co o liesi slaves o r ex-slaves, and so me 
were nearly naked and all naked to the 
waist. 
In tho wo rksho ps I again o b­ 
served a curio us thing, and that is the 
tendency to make all mo tio ns away fro m 
the bo dy. They sharpen pencils, whittle, 
hew and saw never 
inward o r to ward 
the bo dy. 
It lo o ks odd to see them saw 
with the stick lixed in ¡>o sitio n and the 
saw held i>o rpendicular in fro nt o f it 
with its liaek to the body , and thus raised 
up and do wn.

outward, giv es

signal in Cuba, and then wav es his hand 
outwardly in ex actly the opposite motion 
to what we would make. 
While we gathered at the « tables the 
captain general's daughter bad her splen­ 
did 
saddle hone, of pure Andalusian 
blood and brought ov er from her home, 
bro ught m t and shown off for_us, while *hort notice. 


affairs her father rarely seated himself. 
He liked to stand and o verlo o k the table, 
and see that the servants neglected n t 
o ne. 
Ho never ate at such entertain­ 
ments, as lie ban a weak sto mach fo r in­ 
dulgences, and takes o nly very plain .and 
simple fo o d regularly. 
The servants were in go rgeo us livery; 
the wino was superb, so that so me o f the 
co nno isseurs o f o ur party felt their eye* 
sparkle, and the refreshments simple in 
character and plentiful. 
W hen it came to the champagne the 
captain general made a speech, which 
was translated by the co nsul general, and 
Mr. Sherman respo nded, the co nsul gen­ 
eral again translating, and all drank 
standing. 
The sjieeches were the usual
